Killed in Air Raid 


The terrors of the conflict in 
England were brought closer to 
the people of Didsbury when word 
was received on Friday that Miss 
Eva Brown, eldest daughter of 
Mr, and Mrs. Stanley I. Brown, 
who live west of town, had been 
killed in an air raid at Canterbury, 
England. 

She met her death on October 
{ith at the time the Germans 
bombed Canterbury Cathedral 
and did considerable damage to 
the deanery of the cathedral 


Miss Brown, who was a nurse 
at the Canterbury hospital, ac- 
companied by another nurse, had 
gone into town to make a small 
purchase, when the store was 
struok by one of the seven bombs 
dropped in the vicinity. 

Miss Brown, who would have 
been 22 years of age ou Novem- 
ber 6th, was born at the home- 
stead near Bergen, She was 
educated at the country schools 
and at Western Canada College, 
Calgary. In 1936 she went to 
England to complete her educa- 
tion and later entered the Canter- 
bury hospital as a nurse in train- 
ing and was in the third year of 
training when she met her un- 
timely demise. 

Besides her mother and father 
she leaves two sisters, Oma and 
Joyce, to mourn their loss.
